A German archacologist; Dr Friedrich. ‘Karl 
Doerner, is risking the wrath of an unknown 


“ereat goddess” to open. 


the mountain tomb of 


Mithridates I, king and god of the.Greek. kingdom 
of Commagene, which flourished i in Asia Minor in 


the first’century B. Cc. 


ee Antiochus I, the son of Mithridates, confided 
his father’s tomb to the care of “the great god- 
dess,”: Dr Doerner has discovered, and ordered 
that no one should ever enter it. 


Dr Dogrner belleves the temb 
liss_ in th: heart cf Mount: Kahta, 
In Malatya Province, about 800 
kilometres (500 miles) south~
